In response to the election of species requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
September 9, 2003, applicant hereby provisionally elects Species 1 for continued examination. A 
petition and fee for a five-month extension of time is enclosed herewith, extending the time for 
response from October 9, 2003 to March 9, 2004. Accordingly, this response is timely filed. 

An Application Data Sheet and certified copy of the priority document (Canadian Pat. 
App. No. 2,246,623) are also submitted herewith. 
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ELECTION OF SPECIES 
The Examiner has required an election between the following species: 
Species (1): use of a modified olig d(T) homopolymer during first strand synthesis; 
Species (2): use of a modified olig d(T) homopolymer during second strand synthesis; 
Species (3): a method for reducing mispriming during 5' RACE; and, 
Species (4): a method for reducing mispriming during 3' RACE. 
AppUcants hereby elect Species (1). 

Claims readable on the elected species include claims 1-34 and 36, as amended, and new 
claim 37. (Claim 35 is cancelled). 

Applicant requests examination of the elected subject matter on the merits. The 
Applicant notes that, as indicated by the Examiner, upon allowance of a generic claim. Applicant 
will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form 
or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim (37 CFR 1.141). The Applicants 
assert that the species encompassed by the dependent claims represent a reasonable number of 
species.
